The United Nations will also 
demand the surrender of all other 
men accused by name as and when 
they can be rounded up. 

We never “hanged the Kaiser.” 
We “failed to bring about the 
effective punishment of any of 
the principal criminals of the last 
war. 

But, unless Hitler commits 
suicide or is done to death by his 
own infuriated dupes, I think we 
can look forward with some confi- 
dence to the greatest murder trial 
in the history of the world. 

Meanwhile it is hard to keep 
calm or think clearly, knowing 
that the blackmailing Nazi thugs 
have had the insolence to clap 
our captured Commando raiders 
into irons. 

Retaliation 1s, of course, the 
only weapon we can use in the 
circumstances, but it goes against 
the British grain to be forced into 
such dirty fighting. 

The debasement of warfare it- 
self; the horrid necessity of meet- 
ing ruthlessness with equal ruth- 
lessness, is another of the Nazi 
crimes which can never be for- 
given. Nevertheless, furious anger 
and balanced judgment cannot 
work successfully in double 
harness. 

“ Revenge,’ wrote Francis 
Bacon more than 300 years ago, 
“is a kind of wild justice, which 
more man’s nature runs to, 
the more ought law to weed it out.” 

This is a hard, but true, saying. 
We must be careful to see that 
our ultimate vengeance destroys 


| the guilty and spares the innocent
